The  regular  semi-annual  terms  shall  commence  on 
the  first  regular  sessions  of  January  and  July,  ami  all 
terms  shall  end  on  the  day  on  which  the  succeeding 
ones  commence. 

ARTICLE   X. 

Section  1.  Withdrawal  cards  may  be  granted  to 
members  who  are  clear  on  the  books  according  to  law 
by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot  of  the  members  present 
at  any  regular  meeting  when  the  application  is  made. 
Should  the  Encampment  refuse  to  grant  the  card, 
the  applicant,  on  tendering  a  written  resignation  of 
membership,  and  paying  all  dues,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  from  the  Scribe  a  certificate  under  the  seal  of 
the  Encanipment  to  that  effect,  and  such  certificate 
shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  his  good  standing  at  the 
time  of  such  resignation. 

Sec.  2,  Visiting  cards  may  be  granted  upon  ap- 
plication in  o]3en  Encampment  or  they  may  be  issued 
by  the  Chief  Patriarch  and  Recording  Scribe  to  mem- 
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l)ors  in  j^ood  standing  upon  application  in  writing,', 
bnt  in  either  case  the  dues  of  the  applicant  must  be 
l)aid  up  to  the  end  of  the  time  for  wiiich  the  card  is 
ifranted.  which  time  shall  not  exceed  one  year  from 
the  date  of  the  card. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  past  ofilicers 
to  prepare  and  forward  to  the  Grand  Hci'ibe,  imme- 
diately on  the  installation  of  of'ficors,  tiie  result  of  the 
elections,  and  a  re.^ular  report  of  the  work  of  the 
term,  includin<4  the  nanus  of  those  admitted,  ad- 
vanced and  exalterl,  admitted  by  card,  rejected,  with- 
drawn by  card,  suspended  or  expelled,  and  the  canse 
tliereof,  reinstated  and  deceased,  the  whole  number 
in  membership,  and  the  amount  of  receipts. 

Sec.  'J.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Encampment, 
also,  to  forward  to  the  Grand  Scribe  a  full  return  of 
the  nu'uibers  of  the  iLncampnient  ranked  accoi'ding 
to  decrees  attained,  and  a  statement  of  the  number 
of  Patriarchs  aJid  the  number  of  widovv'ed  families 
relieved  by  the  Encampment  in  the  past  term,  the 
number  of  Patriarchs  buried,  with  the  amount  of 
money  applied  in  each  case,  also  amount  [.'aid  to 
orphans  for  their  education,  also  the  number  of  weeks 
for  whicli  sick  benefits  were  paid,  and  the  amount 
paid,  accompanied  by  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the 
Grand  Encampment  as  dues,  etc. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

FORFEITURE    OF    CHARTER. 

Should  this  Encampment  fail  to  make  its  returns 
as  required  by  Article  YIII.  of  the  Constitution  of  tiie 
Grand  Encam]iment,  for  throe  terms,  it  shall  become 
tlu!  duty  of  the  last  installed  officer  to  surrender  to 
the  Grand  Patriarch  or  (some  Patriarch  appointed  by 
him)  the  charter,  books,  papers,  furniture,  funds  and 
chatties  of  this  Encampment. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

DEORKES. 

No  more  than  two  degrees  shall  be  conferred  on  the

Sec.  2.  These  articles  nor  any  part  of  them  shall 
not  be  altered,  amended,  suspended  or  annulled  except 
on  motion  made  and  carried  in  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment. 

Sec  8.  This  Encampment  is  invested  with  full 
power  to  adopt  or  amend  such  by-laws  as  it  may  deem 
expedient;  provided,  they  do  not  in  any  way  contra- 
vene any  part  of  these  Articles,  the  Laws  and  Con- 
stitution of  the  Grand  Encampment,  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  or  the  principles  of  the  Order. 

Sec  4.  All  By-laws  shall  be  submitted  through 
the  Grand  Scribe  to  the  Committee  on  By-laws  for 
approval,  immediately  after  their  adoption,  and  shall 
be  in  force  until  rejected  by  said  committee  or  the 
Grand  Encampment. 

Sec  5.  This  Encampment  shall  have  power  to 
adopt  such  order  of  business  as  it  may  deem  expedient 
and  which  is  not  in  contravention  to  Section  3  of  this 
Article.

ENCAAIPMKNT. 

This  Encampment  shall  consist  of  at  least  five 
Patriarchs  who  have  attained  the  R.  P,  Deg»-ee,  and 
sliall  be  hailed  and  entitled  Columiua  P^NCvisirMKNT 
No.  5,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  British  (Columbia,  and  shall 
possess  tlie  full  power.s  of  a  Subordinate  Encamp- 
ment, holdint^  a  le^'al  unreclaimed  charter  duly 
granted  and  formally  presented  by  tlie  Grand  En- 
campment of  British  Columbia. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  elective  officers  of  this  Encamp- 
ment shall  consist  of  a  C.  P.,  H.  P.,  S.  W.,  J.  W., 
Scribe,  Financial  Scribe  and  Treasurer. 

Sec  2.  The  appointed  officers  shall  be  an  O.  S., 
I.  S.,  Ist  W.,  2nd  W.,  3rd  W.,  4th  W.,  Ist  G.  of  T., 
2nd  G.  of  T.,  and  Guide. 

ARTICLE  III. 

DUTIES    OF   OFFICERS.

Any  Patriarch  against  whom  there 
may  be  no  charge  of  misconduct,  and  who  is  clear  of 
thebooks,  shall,  on  ai)i)lication  to  the  Encampment 
personallv  or  in  writing,  receive  a  card  of  withdrawal, 
or  one  for  visiting,  bv  paying  his  dues  up  to  the  time 
for  which  it  is  granted.  Visiting  cards,  oOc,  and 
withdrawal  cards,  ^1  each. 

ARTICLE   V. 

DUES   AND   FEES. 

Section  1.  Every  Patriarch  of  this  Encampment 
shall  pay  UJ>0  quarterly.

if  none,  by  the  attidavit  of  such  member  and  c;M-tih- 
cat'i  of  a  "physician.

INVESTMENT    OF    FUNDS. 

Section  1.  All  investments  of  any  moneys  of  th 
Encampment  which  the  Encampment  may  not  deem 
it  necessary  to  keep  in  the  immediate  charge  of  the 
Treasurer  'to  meet  its  ordinary  disbursements  shall 
be  mad«  in  the  stock  either  of  some  chartered  bank 
or  banks  of  this  Province,  or  in  some  public  stock  of 
the  Province,  or  other  stock  fully  guaranteeil  by  Act 
of  the  Parliament  thereof,  or  in  land  or  buildings. 

Sec.  2.  All  such  investments  and  all  transfers  and 
sales  thereof,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  made  in 
the  name  of  the  Encam])ment,  from  time  to  time,  as 
the  Encampment  may  direct  by  the  C.P.  and  Scribe, 
for  the  time  being,  and  under  thesealof  theEncamp- 
ment-  all  evidences  or  certificates  thereof  shall  be

placed  and  kept  by  them  on  deposit  in  such  chartered 
bank  a<;ency  in  this  city  as  they  may  select  and  ar- 
range with  to  that  effect,  subject  only  to  their  joint 
order,  given  under  tlie  seal  of  the  Encampment,  and 
all  dividends  or  other  income  accruing  therefrom 
shall  be  by  them  duly  demanded  and  received,  and 
the  amount  forthwith  paid  over  to  the  Financial 
Scribe  for  delivery  to  the  Treasurer. 

Bec.  ii.  All  moneys  of  the  Encampment  not  in- 
vested  as  aforesaid  sliall  be  placed  by  the  Treasurer 
forthwith  after  he  sliall  have  received  the  same,  on 
deposit,  in  the  name  of  the  Encampment,  with  one  of 
the  bank  agencies  of  this  city,  to  bear  sach  rate  of 
interest  as  he  may  be  able  to  obtain  thereon  from  the 
said  bank  agency  ;  and  his  resi)onsibility  and  that  of 
his  securities  shall  extend,  so  far  as  the  said  moneys 
are  concerned,  only  to  their  punctual  deposit  and  to 
the  correctness  of  his  cheques  drawn  thereon. 

Sec.  4.  No  motion  in  auv  way  relating  to  the  in- 
vestment  of  the  funds  of  the  Encampment,  as  by  this 
section  provided  for,  shall  be  put  to  the  vote  at  any 
meeting,  whether  regular  or  special,  unless  two 
weeks  notice  of  such  motion  shall  have  been  given  by 
the  mover. 

Sec.  5.  All  motions  for  the  appropriation  of  moneys 
belonging  to  this  PJncampment  other  than  for  the 
general  purposes  of  the  Encampment,  and  for  the 
relief  of  members  of  distant  Encampments,  shall  only 
be  put  at  a  regular  meeting  of  this  Encampment,  and 
then  only  after  ono  month's  notice  of  such  motion 
shall  have  been  given  by  the  mover,  and  written  or 
printed  notices  of  such  motion  have  been  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Encampment. 

,    ARTICLE  XL 


AMENDMENTS. 


Section  1.  A  motion  to  alter,  amend,  suspend  or 
annul  these  By-laws,  or  any  part  of  them,  shall  be 
submitted  in  writing    only  at  a  regular  session,  and 
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shall  bo  entered  in  the  journal ;  and,  at  the  next 
regular  session,  sliould  two-thirds  of  those  present  be 
in  favor  thereof,  the  same  sliall  be  adopted  and  have 
full  force  as  parts  of  these  laws. 

Sec.  2.  This  Encampment  has  power  to  adopt  such 
rules  of  order  as  a  majority  shall  concur  in  at  a 
regular  session,  after  having  been  proposed  in  writing 
at  a  previous  session;  and,  to  amend,  alter  or  annul 
t!ie  same  in  like  manner.  But  a  motion  to  suspend 
a  rule  of  order  for  a  particular  occasion  may  be 
adopted  at  any  time  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present.

As  soon  as  the  Chief  Patriarch  shall  have 
taken  tlie  chair,  the  officers  and  Patriarchs  present 
shall  take  their  respective  stations,  and  the  Encamp- 
ment shall  then  be  opened  in  ancient  form. 

Rule  2.  The  order  of  procedure,  after  opening, 
shall  be  as  follow^s  : 

1.  The  calling  of  the  roll  of  officers. 

2.  The  consideration  of  any  excuses  which  may  be 
offered  by  absentees  from  previous  meetings. 

3.  The  reading  by  the  Scribe  of  the  minutes  of 
last  Encampment  night ;  the  consideration  of  any 
objections  which  may  be  made  to  any  part  thereof, 
and  their  approval,  with  or  without  amendment,  as 
the  case  may  require. 

4.  The  receiving  and  consideration  of  any  reports 
from  the  Visiting  Committees  or  from  other  Patri- 
archs who  may  have  to  report  the  fact  of  any  Patri- 
arch being  aick  or  in  distress. 

6.  The  nomination  or  the  election  of  officers,  on 
the  evenings  designated  for  such  nomination  or 
election. 

6.  The  receiving  and  consideration  of  reports  of 
Committees  on  Character,  and  balloting  thereon. 

7.  The  initiation  of  candidates  for  membership. 

8.  The  receiving  of  propositions  for  membership, 
and  their  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Character. 

9.  The  receiving  and  consideration  of  any  reports 
of  officers  or  standing  committees  which  may  require 
to  be  made  in  pnrRn.ancp.  of  the  By-laws. 

10.  The  receiving  and  consideration  of  any  reports 
of  special  committees  in  the  order  of  their  seniority. 
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11.  The  readiii*^  and  coiiBideratioii  of  accounts  and 
otliei"  communications  in  the  hands  of  tlie  Scribe. 

12.  Good  and  welfare  ;  being  iirst,  initinished  busi- 
ness, in  order  of  priority  at  former  meetinj^s ;  and 
secondly,  new  business, 

18.     The  closing  of  the  Encampment. 

Rule  .•'.  Any  member  offering  a  motion  must  do 
so  in  writing,  if  a  recjuest  to  that  elfect  be  made  by 
the  Scribe,  the  presiding  oflicer,  or  theEncami)ment. 

Eule  4.  No  questions  shall  be  put  by  the  presiding 
oflicer  unless  regularly  moved  and  seconded,  nor  be 
open  for  consideration  until  so  put;  and  when  so  put, 
no  otlier  motion  shall  be  receivable,  unless  it  be  a 
motion 

1.  To  adjourn, 

2.  'J'o  lay  on  the  table, 

,'5.  To  put  the  previous  question, 

4.  To  })ostpone, 

.5.  To  refer,  or 

0.  To  amend. 

These  several  motions,  if  made,  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  above  stated,  and  the  first,  second  and 
tliird  thereof  sliall  be  decided  witliout  debate. 

Rale  5.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  from 
the  chair  only  after  it  shall  have  been  ascertained 
that  the  call  therefor  is  sustained  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Encampment  pi'esent,  and  then 
slial)  always  be  put  in  the  words  following:  SJuill 
the  iitit'i^tion  he  iiDir  put  ?  whicli  words  shall  be  under- 
stood to  have  reference  to  whatever  <]uestion  may  be 
pending  immediately  before  such  call  for  the  previous 
(juestion  may  have  been  so  made. 

Rule  (').  If  the  vote  of  the  Encampment  taken 
l)nrsuant  to  such  call  for  tlie  previous  question  be  in 
the  artirnnitive,  the  presiding  otticer  shall  thereupon 
fortliwith  ))Ut  to  vote  the  ((uestion  so  pending  imme- 
diately before  such  call,  and  shall  allow  no  amend- 
ment "or  further  debate  thereon  ;  and  if,  on  the  other 
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hand,  the  voto  of  the  Encampment  be  in  llienef^ative, 
tlie  presiding,'  officer  shall  be  thereby  precluded  from 
putting'  to  vote,  during  tlie  remainder  of  the  current 
term,  the  question  so  pending  as  aforesaid. 

Kule  7.  Any  member  may  require  the  division  of 
a  question  when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  H.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  the  question 
shall  first  be  taken  on  the  highest  sum  oi-  number, 
and  longest  or  latest  time  [)roposed. 

Rule  \).  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  and  re- 
corded, on  the  call  of  any  member,  duly  seconded. 

Rule  10.  After  any  (jiiestion,  except  that  of  in- 
deiinite  postponement  or  the  previous  (piertion,  may 
have  been  decided,  any  two  members  having  voted  in 
the  majo'-ity  may,  at  the  same  or  next  regular  nieet- 
ing,  move  for  a  re-consideration  thereof,  but  no  dis- 
cussion on  the  main  qiiestion  shall  be  allowed  ui)on 
such  motion. 

Rule  11.  Any  (juestion  decided  by  the  Encamp- 
ment shall  not  again  be  brought  before  it.  otherwise 
than  by  re-consideration,  as  providetl  in  the  fore- 
going riile,  unless  notice  thereof  shall  have  been  given 
at  the  meeting  immediately  preceding;  and  such 
notice  shall  not  be  received  during  the  term  in  whicli 
the  question  has  been  decided. 

Rule  12.  Every  meniber  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  speaking  twice  on  any  question,  but  not  oftener, 
unless  by  permission  of  the  presiding  officer. 

Rule  IH.  Any  Patriarch  intending  to  speak  on  a 
question  shall  rise  in  his  place  and  respc-ctfully  ad- 
dress the  presiding  officer,  confining  himself  to  the 
(juestion,  and  avoiding  personalities;  and  should 
more  than  one  brother  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time, 
the  presiding  oliicer  shall  determine  which  is  entitled 
to  the  floor. 

Rule  14.  The  presiding  officer  or  any  member 
may  call  a  Patriarch  to  order  while  speaking;  and, 
in  such  case,  the  debate  shall  be  forthwith  suspended. 
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uud  the  ratiiarch  so  culled  to  order  sluill  not  i)roceed 
until  the  point  of  order  thus  raised  be  determined, 
nor  s])eak  upon  such  point  of  order  unless  it  be  to 
make  necessary  explanation  or  appeal  from  the  de- 
cision of  tlie  chair. 

l^nle  1").  In  all  cases  where  a  member  may  appeal 
from  ivn,\  decision  of  the  chair,  he  shall  use  the  wo*'d8 
following,',  and  none  other,  unless  it  be  to  nnike  ne- 
cessary explanation  : — '^  I  respectfully  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  chair  to  the  Encampment;"  and 
•  the  ]<'niCRmpment  shall,  after  such  explanation  from 
the  [nesidinu  officer  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  pro- 
ceed forthwith  to  consider  and  vote  upon  the  ques- 
tion ; — "  Will  the  Encampment  sustain  the  decision 
of  the  chair?" 

Rule  10.  Any  Patriarch  who  may  have  been  called 
to  order  for  manifestation  of  temper  or  improper 
feeling,  nuist  apologize  to  the  Encampment  or  to  any 
af^-^'rieved  party,  if  re(iuired  so  to  do  by  the  presiding 
officer ;  and  shall  not  speak  again  on  the  pending 
qutslion,  except  to  explain  or  apologize,  unless 
specially  permitted  so  to  do  by  the  presiding  officer. 

Rule  17.  The  presiding  officer,  or  the  Encamp- 
ment, may,  at  any  time,  require  all  members  present 
to  vote  upon  any  pending  question,  or  may  excuse 
any  member  or  members  from  so  doing. 

Rule  18.  Patriarchs,  not  members  of  this  En- 
campment, may  address  the  Encampment  on  re- 
ceiving permission  to  that  effect  from  the  presiding 
officer. 

Rule  11).  No  Patriarch  shall  retire  while  the  En- 
campment is  open  without  permission  of  the  pre- 
siding officer. 

Rule  20.  A  motion  to  suspend  or  alter  the  order 
of  procedure,  as  contained  in  Rule  2,  for  the  remain- 
der of  a  meeting,  may,  at  any  time,  be  carried  by  a 
unanimous  vote,  or,  if  as  many  as  seven  members 
call  upon  the  Encampment  to  sustain  it,  by  a  vote  of 
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not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  prsHent  and 
votiii}^  thereon  ;  but  no  motion  to  suspend  or  alter 
such  order  of  procedure  for  a  lonj^er  term  shall  at 
any  time  be  put  to  vote. 

Rule  21.  These  Rules,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall 
only  be  altered,  amended,  suspended  or  annidled,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  provided  for  by  Rule  20.
